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H a Nazi agent Will Report to German War 
‘Wythe Williams Office Regarding Ukrainian-Americans 


The Hour is informed that one of the key Nazi agents who has 
been operating in the United States is returning for a temporary visit 
to Germanye His name is Captain Leonid Klimenko. He sailed on the 
American Export SS. Siboney on December 7. The ship is due at Lisbon 
on December 16.6 


| Captain Klimenko works closely with the Provid, the fascist 
Ukrainian headquarters located in Berlin and functioning under the 
supervision of the Intelligence Department of the German War Office. 
Klimenko had two main duties in the United States: to rally support 
for the "Nationalist" (pro-Nazi) Ukrainian movement; and to improve 
the organizational work of the Ukrainian fascists in this country. 
Needless to say, he brought with him to America important messages 
from the Provids and he carries similar reports with him on his return 
trip. 


Upon arriving in Spain, Klimenko intends to head straight 
for Madrid, to discuss some matters of mutual interest with his chief 
contact in that city -- a secretary at the Slovakian Legation. From 
Madrid, Klimenko plans to go to Italy (through France) and then to Ger- 
manye In Berlin he undoubtedly will first report to Colonel Andrew 
Melnyk, the head of the Provid and the fuehrer of fascist Ukrainian 
activities throughout the world. 


Klimenko's Views.on Ue Se Visit 


Before leaving the United States, Klimenko had an intimate 
chat with certain friendse He praised the ODNWU and the Hetman, fascis~ 
tic Ukrainian-American organizations, for the cooperation they had ex- 
tended to hime He angrily criticized the pro-democratic Ukrainian 
groups, like the Ukrainian Workingments Association of Scranton, Penn= 
sylvania, for their refusal to give him any assistance; and he said the 
powers-that-be in Berlin would be “informed" regarding those Ukrainian~- 
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Americans who failed to cooperate with him, (Into the latter category, 
of sourse, fall the great majority of Ukrainian-Americans, who are 
striving to root out Nazi, ODWU and Hetman influence from Ukrainian life 
in the United States.) 


Klimenko also spoke briefly about the fascist Ukrainian move=- | 
ment in Detroit, Michigan, where <= as The Hour disclosed on November 9-= | 
new headquarters for the ODWU and the Hetman are being contemplated. | 
The Captain was not too pleased with the headway being made in that city. | 
He complained about the work of the Fatherland, the Ukrainian newspaper 
which he was instrumental in starting In Betroit. He said that he re- 
cently left a number of articles with the paper, but that he knew the 
editors, "because they are so worried today," would tone down his mater= 
ial te the point where it was almost unrecognizable. 


Captain Klimenko admitted that he himself was somewhat per= 
turbed over the possibility of his ship being stopped by the British. 


Latest Garb of ODNU-Hetman 


In the light of current activities of the ODVU and the Hetman, 
some of Captain Klimenko’s observations are of particular intereste 
These two fascistic Ukrainian-American organizations are today loudly | 
asserting their "pro-democratic" and “anti-fascist" character. They have | 
even gone one step farther. According to an article appearing on Novem= 
ber 15 in the New York newspaper PM, the ODWU has established a "Ukrain= | 
jan-American Committee to Aid the Allies.” And what more, ask ODWU lead- | 
ers, could be done to show their anti-Nazi tendencies? | 


But Captain Klimenko is not disturbed about these avowalse He 
happens to know that this recently acquired love for democracy does not 
prevent the ODNU and Hetman from giving concrete aid to Nazi agents. 


Of course, Captain Klimenko also knows what The Hour reported 
several weeks ago: that the Nazis themselves are advocating this "pro=- 
democratic" tactic for all their agencies in the United States. And the 
present ODNU platform simply mirrors this policy. 


On September 14, The Hour quoted these pertinent words from the 
letter of a prominent Ukrainian churchman; "The ODNU became violently 
democratic lately. Statements to the effect that democracy is decadent 
and rotten to the core, that the U. Se will be taught a lesson by Japan, 
that the totalitarian is the only system of government, etc., are not be= 
ing repeated any more. Instead the ODWU assures President Roosevelt of 
its undying loyalty to the government of the U. Se and proclaims itself a 
true defender of democracye 


Almost all the fascists in the United States are at present em=- 
ploying this chameleon-like tactic. The Hour is not surprised when proe- 
Nazi groups, for strategic purposes, advocate "Aid to the Alliese" any 
day now the German-American Bund is liable to endorse the sending of 
bundles to Britain,

"I myself consider the danger from Fascist groups 
equal to the danger from Communist groups, and even= 
tually these groups will join hands at least to the 
extent of attacking the U. Se and her people. There 
is no difference between the spirit of Communism and 
the spirit of Fascism; they are one and the same thing 
in spirit, representing the Babylonian systeme There= 
fore, as far as I am concerned, I can not cooperate 
with any group which calls itself Nazi or Fasoiste"” 


And Kullgren goes on to say that he urges "all patriotic Amer= 
icans to free themselves from pro-Japanese, pro-Italian and pro-German 
groupse
